been- made in the Dronne valley 
The body, 
which was found complete 
intact embedded ‘in an azilian 
strata of soil is estimated to be 
ten thousand years old, 


A “curious part of the discovery was 
that the prehistoric man had been 
murdered by one of his fellow cave- 
men dwellers, for o crystal spcar- 
head was found embedded in his 
spine. Moreover the body was found 
with its knees doubled to the chin 
and the entire skeleton bent double 
upon itself, indicating that the victim 
had been ‘tied before being buricd. 
This is one of the oldest crimes which 
anthropologists have been able to re« 
construct perfectly from the corpus 
delecti discovered in its centuries-old 
grave. 


The discovery was made by Dr, 
and Mrs. Jude de la Reole while they 
were carrying out careful digging in 
the vicinity.of an old mill in the 
Dronne valicy. The body was |m- 
mediately removed in the cake of 
earth surrounding {t and brought to 
Professur Vallols of the anthropology 
department of ‘Toulouse | medical 
school. 


Anthropologists regard the skeleton 
as being one of the most perfect pre- 
aistoric pieces yet discovered, being 
practically intact, including the body’s 
ashes, Euch piece 4s being carefully 
removed from the mass of carth in 
which i¢ is caked, about a square yard 
in size, Tho skull is In perfect cun- 
dition, and is expected to “form aun 
important lini in the development of 
the human skull as man developed in 
intelligence through the ages. 


Professor Vallois, commenting on 
the find, told United Press thot 
French anthropologists regard it as 
“(tls very un- 
usual for us to have at our disposal 
the complete skeleton and skull of 
a prehistoric body, such as this one. 
Usually we have to reconstruct some 
missing part by a comparison with 
the sections we have in our possession: 
This time we can study the azilian 
man without any chance of error, 


“Another Important point is that 
the skeleton was found imbedded in 
an untouched Inyer of azillan. We 
have therefore been able to confirm 
by the studies of a serics of experts tn 
this Neld, the exact paleontologle age 
of the skeleton, Morcover, although 
bone tools are completely Incking fn 
the finds made in the same spot, 
stone tmplements are fairly numer- 
ous. These tools are characterlstie 
of the Perlgord Azilian period ‘slight- 
ly different from the Pyrenee Aallian 
discoveries that have been made. 


CONTROVERSY CLARIFIED 


“The layer of Azilian’ soil, more 
than five feet thick, overlies a luyer 
of Mogdalenian VI soil embedded 
with harpoons of rare beauty, We 
have found here different hooks anu 
barbs, not with a stngle spear-head, 
but with a series of barbs like a 
spinal formation. They are without 
curves and are a completely different 
type of Instrument from what we have 
keretofore found. The find {s there- 
fore of preat importance and will 
give us many details which we have 
been Jacking, Azilian skeletons found 
in the past have been imperfect.” 


It is believed that the discovery 
will help to clarify a controversy that 
has been going on in onthropotogical 

circles for many years. Up to now 
anthropologists are completely uprecd 
upon seven stnges In the paleolithic 
age-old stone age—man, while a 
limited number Ingyist that the Azillan 
period forms an clehth chronological 
period which must be added to. the 
accepted seven, 


These periods mark the progressive 
development of the culture and 
physique of man through the entire 
Paleolithic age. These stages of de- 
velopment naturally overlap some- 
what and ithas been the contentlon of 
many anthropologists that the Azilian 
atage was merely a part of the pre- 
ceding Mngdatenlon stage. Many 
cultures prefer to call these stages 
in development “cultures” or “indus- 
tries’ rather than “periods; but it 
ts commonly accepted that os man 
perfected his tools and his habits 
through the stone Age, his entire 
cultural and physical level continued 
to make rapid*progress, 


The discovery of the Intest perfect 
Azillan man may mean the acceptance 
of the , Azillan perlod asthe Inst 
dlatinct ‘stage of ‘development. in the 
Paleolithic age. .

SULTAN OF 
"SELANGOR 
PASSES ON 


‘Malay Ruler Noted For 
Succession Dispute 


Singapore, Mar, 31. 

"The death occurred to-day of the 
Sultan of Sclangor.—Reuter Bulletin. 

. Ala'ldin Suleiman Shah, Sultan of 
Selangor, was born in 1862, He 
wag the ruler of the. second lorgest 
of the Federnted Maloy States, o 
protectorate which yields more 
wealth per nacre and contributes 
more per head of the populntion to 
Imperial defence then any other 
colony or Dominion of the British 
Empire. 

Hila eldest son was deposed from 
hig position as Rajn Muda or -heir- 
apparent, There wns no objection 
to this action, for the eldest son was 
unsuitable, But there were com- 
plnints fn Malaya aralnst the action 
of the British Resident of Selangor 
who, contrary to Malay custom, 
passed over the second son in favour 
of the third. The latter, as the 
result of Britirh orders, was Installed 
an Raja Muda, One of the 
Resident's rearons for this step was 
that the third son had recelved a 
European education, 

The aged Sultan ws profoundly 
disturbed, Soon after his appoint- 
ment as Colonial Secretury, Mr, 
Ormsby-Gore refused to agree to a 
memorial from Selangor asking that 
the Sultan’s second son and not hls 
third should be the helr. This caus- 
ed Malnys to quote asainst him his 
own official statement In 1928 that 
“Malay: custom js not interfered 
with 

In September 1936, the Sultan 
visited England, ostensibly to receive 
medical ndvice and treatment, It 
being denied thot bis visit had any- 

+ thing to do with the vexed question 

of the succession, But he was nce- 
companied by one of his legal ad- 
visers who hid drafted a petition to 
the Colonial Secretury, The Sultan 
brought with him 25 persons, inelud- 

Ing one of his wives, six of his sons, 

.whose ages ranged from 43 to 10, 

-and one daughter.

Royal ‘Engineer Officer’ Who 
Served in Colony 


Coloncl Dudicy Acland Mills, RE. 
(retired), known to his ‘contem- 
porariey us “Confucius,” who died on

Son of Arthur Mills, s.r, friend 
af Gladstone, of Efford Down, Bude, 
and Agnes Lucy, daughter of -Sir 
Thomas Dyke-Acland, he passed 
straight from. Eton, where he was in 
Mr, R. A. H. Mitchell's house, into 
the Royal Military Academy, and at 
the end of 1878 received a commis- 
sion Sn the Royal Engineers, An in- 
cHnation to debate the rales nnd 
regulations and to argue the value of 
military customs in the true Glad- 
stone manner made him an uncon- 
ventional soldiers; but hls charm of 
manner, abhorrence of shums, and 
honesty of purpose secured him 
lifelong friends wherever he served. 

Love of the sea, Imbibed during 
his boyhood at Bude, led him. to 
volunteer for the newly formed sub- 
marine mining service; as he later 
said, It proved “non-medalifcrous,” 
small wars passed it | by—although 
Lord Wolseley in 1884 did’ requisi- 
tion a detachment of submarine 
miners “to blow up the Second 
Cataract” of the Nile, a task from 
which they wisely refrained. . Thus 
he saw no active service before his 
Petirement in 1900; but in 1014 he 
obtained command of _a Pioneer 
Battnlion, the 10th Duke of Corn- 
wall’s Light Infantry, which he took 
to France in. May, 1916, in time for 
the battles of the Somme, and Inter 
commanded the 12th (Labour) Batta- 
Hon, D,C.L.1. 

As a subiltern he went round the 
world, and acquired a taste for ex- 
ploration, which regard for his 
mother and, tater, his wifc, prevent- 
ed him from gratifying except in a 
amall way, Military duties took 
him to alt parts of the world. During 
hiss service in Mongkong in the 
eighties, cguipped with n' good collo- 
quinl knowledge of a northern nand° 
southern dialect, he wandered about 
Ching in’ Chinese dress, cating 
Chinese food, eventually making his 
-way. down from Peking to Canton 
overland. As he grew old che con- 
tented himself with reading old books 
of trovel and collecting old = maps. 
“While. on a hol'day in Cunada with 
one of her brotheys,- also an officer Jn 
the Royal Engineers, he met and 
later marricd Ethel, a daughter of 
Str Henry Joly de Lotbinteres She 
served in a French hospital during 
the War, and died a few years before 
him. As old folk they walked not 
only arm-in-arm but hand-in-hand,

The death of a Chinese 
sergeant, Tsoi Ping, oped 50, who 
was kited when he fell from the 
verandah of No. 216 Queen's Road 
East on the evening of February 9, 
while attempting to escape from the 
police who pald a visit to the ftat, 
was the subject of an inquiry at the 
Central Magistracy yesterday ofter- 
noon. Mr. H. R.* Butters, Senior 
Magistrate, sat as Coroncr, ‘assistell 
by o Jury comprising Messrs, G, 
Leigh (Foreman), F. X, A. Remedios 
und C, R. Remedios. 

Mr. -G. S. Wilson, Assistant 
Superintendent of | Police, _ and 
Inspector A, V,: Baker were present 
in Court. 5 

Dr. G. H. Thomus, medical officer 
of the Queen Mary Hospital, sald 
that a Chincse male was admitted 
to the hospltal about 10 p.m. on 
Februnry 8; The man was In a dying 
condition, and dicd twenty minutes 
after admission.,’ A post-mortem was 
performed the next day, and the 
doctor found the scalp brufsed and 
much swollen. There were abra- 
sions on both knees and feet, 
Internally, the skull was transversely 
frnetured, extending to the base. 
There wus‘ extensive haemorrhage 
on the surface of the brain. ‘ 

Witness said he attributed death 
to the fracture of the skull and. the 
injury to the braln. The conditions 
were consistent with the deceased 
having fallen from a height onto his 
head. Deceased was identified by 
his wife shortly ofter his death. 


RAID ON ‘GAMBLERS 

Detective ‘Sub-Inspector W. N. 
Darkin stated that about 8.30 p.m. 
on February 8, ‘he went to No. 216 
Quren's Road East, first floor, accom- 
panied by Detective-Sergeant Bent- 
ley. Witness went there because he 
had held a gambling warrant for 10 
days, and had scen_ no signs of 
gambling in the flat although it had 
been under his observation on three 
previous occasions. The visit on 
February 8 waa made to satisfy him- 
self that there was stilt nothing to 
be found there, and to return the 
warrant, eb a . 

On their ascending the stairs, the 
door of the first floor was found wide 
open. Witness and Sergeant Bentley 
stood at the door for a few moments 
looking .in, and saw a group of 
people around a table in the front 
portion of the floor. Somcone then 
shouted, “Police!” and there was an 
immediate stampede, some of the 
persons running towards the 
verandoh and others to the door 
where witness was standing. 

One of the persons who ran to- 
wards the verandah started to climb 
over, und Sergeant Bentley made for 
him, but before he could get there, 
the man slipped” and: fell into the 
strect. Witness held the persons 
still in the Boor, and sent Sergeant 
Bentley to telephone for an _ambu- 
lance and assistance from Wanchai 
Police Station. On the arrival of 
both police and ambulance in less 
than ten minutes, the injured man 
was removed to hospital, . and the 
persons on the floor were taken to 
the police station. Witness discover- 
ed the identity of the injured man 
after getting to the hospital and on 
making enquiries, ---~ : 

Replying to the Coroner, Inspector 
Darkin said the verandah was from 
10 to 20° fect from the ground. 


SCRAMBLE TO ESCAPE 

Detective-Sergeant J. R. Bentley 
snid that o5 he stood at’ the doorway 
of the flat with Inspector Darkin, 
someone shouted out “Police!” and 
there was _a_scrambie tu escape, 
‘ Witness rushed in and told them not 
.o move, but in the meantime, 
another man made for the verandah 
climbed over. Witness tricd to 
gatch him, but before getting to the 
verandah, lost sight of him. On 
looklng over the ‘verandah, he saw 
the man lying In the street. He 
went down to the sireet on Inspector 
Darkin's instructions, where he 
‘ound the man unconscious and 
dieeding from the head... Witness 
took the gamblers back to Wanchai 
station, 

The principal tenant of the floor, 
‘Leung Tsat, an old woman, sald that 
riends and_ relatives of hers were 
playing ¢{n-kau in the house on the 
evening of February 8 Later they 
began to play pai-kau on somcone’s 
iuggestion, in order to use the com- 
mission ;moncy to buy a late supper. 
At the time when the police came, 
witness.-was Jn tho kitchen having 
her bath, and did not Imnow anythng 
about deceased’s fall from the 
verandah, She knew him, as he was 
a friend of her husband's. ‘She’ also 
knew be was a policeman, and on 
February 9, ho visited her to pay a 
New Year call. i ; 

Pun Chung, one of those arrested 
on the floor for gambling, sald they 
were playing tin-kau and later pat- 
kau, When -tho. Inspector arrived, 
there was a stampede, and witness 
was among those arrested and talcen 
to the police station. He later heard 
that deceased had fallen from the 
vearndah, “Deceared, witness 
clared, was not playing pat-kau, 

Summing-up the evidence briefly, 
the Coroner sald there seemed to be 
a confict of evidence as to what 
deceased wos doing on the floor. 
There was a strong suspicion, he 
sald, that the man had taken part 
in the gome. x 

Without retiring, the Jury return- 
ed_n verdict of accidental death.

Foreign military experts now 
commence to believe that the 
Chinese claims of military suc- 
cesses in Shantung and Shansi 
have good foundation. For some 
time past.news: agencies «have 
been despatching thousands of 
words concerning Chinese  vic- 
tories, but few but the Chinese 
themselves appeared to give 
much credence to the accounts. 
These will now be more readily 
accepted since the forcign mili- 
tary men in Shanghai have ex- 
pressed the opinion that the 
present series of reverses suf- 
fered by the Japanese will 
probably prove the most “cost- 
ly” phase of the campaign of 
invasion. : 


There is justification for, this 
opinion. While . it is possible 
tnat the Japanese retreat is 
entirely strategic, devised to 
trick the Chinese armies into 
some sort of error, it is more 
likely that the Japanese them- 
selves have blundered. In. the 
first place their troops believed 
they were invincible and they 
may have been prone to take 
risks as a consequence. It is 
also “true that they under- 
estimated the Chinese capacity 
for resistance. It seems they 
are to become aware of their 
mistakes. 

Military experts believe—and 
for some time have anticipated 
some: such development—that 
the Japanese advance in North 
China was commencing to lose 
its balance by its own velocity. 
In other words, the spearhead of 
the attack was penetrating far 
too rapidly into enemy territory, 
Jeaving its flanks .exposed and 
its lines of communication .vul- 
nerable to attack by guerillas. 
The Chinese have apparently 
seized their opportunity; and 
they may be given: the credit for 
naving perceived it long ago, 
and to have deliberately drawn 
the Japanese into a trap.« The

inhabitants of the Continental coun- 
tries. It often seemed to many 
torelgners that the English were 
rather inserulable, and in times of 
crisis he thought they must be mure 
inscrutable than us because at 
such times they were apt to keep iu 
strict rein on thelr emotions, 

But, he ventured to think © the 
English attitude to foreign affairs was 
‘guided by a perfectly sane process of 
thought and reason. In Britain they 
had come to adopt certain standards 
of conduct, and of the relations be- 
tween individuals which they were 
inclined to regard #s of general ap- 
plication. These standards sometimes 
aailed, and were discarded as unsuit- 
able for political emergency and the 
English were apt when that ogcurred, 
to be horrified and shocked. 

“At such moments,” continued Lord 
Halifax, “yoices are raised, elamour- 
ingg that we should intervene in oa 
disordered werld and put everything 
straight, and change an order dil- 
lerent from our own into something 
which we could recognise as English. 
These volees are extremely loud at 
times and are, I believe, sincere, but 
they ure nol a dominating factor in 
our foreign relations.” 


LOOKING AHEAD 


He went on to say that 
foreign policy us he understood — it, 
was not directed so mueh for to 
to-morrow, as to a later day, of which 
sometimes there were outlines, but 
which have not as yet taken 
utlinite shape, Therefore Lne British 
Government did not rush in) with 
quick and hastily concocted remedie: 
It thought it wiser to allow natura: 
processes to do thelr work—doine 
what they could.to preserve — their 
stundards at home, This attitude was 
ased on sternly practical considers- 
tions. The English people had never 
remained, and could never remain. 
aloof from what was happening i+ 
furope, ‘They had muiments or moods 
in which they liked to persuade trem- 
selves that they would like to keep 
out of it, but when it came down to 
hard facts, they were far tco sensible 
to lect those moods coleur their judg- 
meat.

One thing English people disliked 
and distruster, and no-une woulu 
have any success who tried it with 
them, was to be told too clearly what 
was going to happen In advance.

This nation  to- 
day Intends to be strong, and to go 
on. bullding up its strength In order 
that it may'make Its voice “heard 
powerfully in the councijs of Europe. 
No other country suspects us of any 
ngeresslve Intention,.but it is no

Foreign military experts now 
commence to believe that the 
Chinese claims of military’ suc- 
cesses in Shantung and Shansi 
have good foundation. For some 
time past news agencies have 
been despatching thousands of 
words concerning Chinese  vic- 
tories, but few but the Chinese 
themselves appeared to give 
much credence to the accounts. 
These will now be more readily 
necepted since the foreign mili- 
tary men in Shanghai have ex- 
pressed the opinion that the 
present series of reverses suf- 
fered by the Japanese will 
probably prove the most “cost- 
ly” phase of the campaign of 
invasion... i 
“There is justification for this 
opinion. While it is . possible 
tnat the Japanese retreat is 
entirely strategic, devised - to 
trick, the Chinese armies into 
some ‘sort of error, it is moro 
likely that the Japanese them- 
selves have blundered. In the 
first place their troops wclieved 
they were Invincible anc they 
may have been prone to take 
risks ay a consequence. It is 
also true that they under- 
estimated the Chinese capacity 
for resistance. It seems they 
are to become aware of their 
mistakes. 

Military experts believe—and 
for some time have. anticipated 
some such development—that 
the Japanese advance in North 
China was commencing to lose 
its balance by its own velocity. 
In other words, the spearhead of 
the attack was penetrating far 
too rapidly into enemy territory, 
leaving its flanks exposed and 
its lines of communication vul- 
nerable to attack by guerilla. 
The Chinese have apparently 
seized their opportunity; and 
they may be given the ercdit for 
uaving perceived it Iong ago, 
and to have deliberately drawn 
the Japanese into a trap.
